Enrollee  '7illiam 
Lang,  aided  by  ’’rookie" 
helpers,  razed  the 
frame  structure, 
marked  each  section 
and  transported  the 
lumber  to  this  camp 
where  it  will  be  re- 
constructed with  im- 
provements. The 
building  will  be  lo- 
cated in  the  timbered 
area  east  of  camp.
